Alberta's share Of the special $20,- 
000,000 relief fund voted at the recent;

according to an announcement madc 
on Thursday by Premier J. E. Brown- 
lee, following receipt of a wire from 
Hon. O. L. McPherson, minister of 
public works at the conclusion of his 
| conference at Ottawa with Hon. Gid- 
eon Robertson, minister of Labor. 

“Tt is apparent,” said the Premier 
“that allocation has been worked out 
by the Dominion on a population 
basis, the proportion allotted to each 
province being the percentage of the 
total sum allocated to municipal work 
which the population of the province 
| aaaee to the total population of Can- 
ada.” 

At this rate, Alberta's share of the 
| $12,000,000 fund available for publi: 
| works and highways construction wil! 
}amount to about $850,000 while in ad- 
dition the province will receive a share 
of the special fund of $4,000,000: ear- 
marked for “direct rel‘ef.”

DELAYS ARE DANGEROUS 


Premier Bracken lost no time in get- 
ting to Ottawa for a share of that 
$20,000,000 emergency fund. Perhaps 
the Manitoba Premier took note that 
Ottawa is situated in the bailiwick of 
Hon. G. Howard Ferguson, and that G. 
Howard is not the man to stand back 
when there is a chance to accumulate 
political kudos in the provincial field by 
reaching for federal money. Other pro- 
vincial governments would do well to 
take the tip and get in while there is 
anything to get. 


AN EARLY TRY-OUT 


Importers of glass thought they saw 
an opportunity in the increased tariff to 
boost the ae of glass and make some 
money. tawa is now considering 
what to do about this first attempt to 
capitalize the new tariff and soak the 
consumer. 

A good deal more than the price of 
glass will depend upon this decision, if 
the facts are as reported. Ten days ago 
Premier Bennett stated, as plainly as 
words could frame the promise, that 
price-boosting would not be permitted. 
The country will judge from the deci- 
sion in the present instance whether 
that promise is to be made good at face 
value. 


SIGNS OF DISTURBANCE 


Washington notes with pained sur- 
prise that eleven countries have raised 
their tariffs, or threatened to do so, in 
response to the enactment of the Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff bill. That long-incu- 
bated measure is obviously producing 
results which are far from the inten- 
tions of its authors. It was framed to 
shut foreign goods out of the United 
States, and does this. But it is also 
shutting United States goods out of for- 
eign markets. 

And it so happens that what the 
United States chiefly needs is wider for- 
eign markets for its manufactured 
goods. The dream that the republic 
could by such means make itself the fac- 
tory area of the universe, leaving to 
other countries only the privilege of dig- 
ging up money with which to buy its 
products, is showing the advance symp- 
toms of a rude awakening. 


RAILWAY WORK IN PROSPECT 


The two transcontinental railways, 
it is intimated, will launch a construc- 
tion program immediately, involving 
the expenditure of $20,000,000, the 
Dominion Government agreeing to pay 
the interest charges for a year in con- 
sideration of the work being started at 
once. 

Weather conditions in the west at 
present dye ideal for railway-building, 
and in mild seasons construction has in 
some years been carried on far into the 
winter. The railways have all the 
equipment required, and given a late 
fall and a mild winter, a good deal of 
building can be done before spring. 

Work of that character is particular- 
ly urgent at this time because it can be 
done by unskilled labor; and the un- 
skilled workman is the one who is suf- 
fering most through the mechanization 
of industry, and the one who gets the 
least benefit from the erection of build- 


ings. 
DEVELOPMENT COMES FIRST 


Such information as has been given 
to the public does not suggest that the 
Dominion treasury was the better off to 
any considerable extent as the net re- 
sult of the administration of Alberta re- 
sources at Ottawa. The substance of 
statements given out by the federal 
authorities has been that the cost of ad- 
ministration used up most of the income 
derived from fees and royalties, and 
with that representation Premier 
Brownlee has appeared to be in agree- 
ment. 

If that is the case, the transfer of 
the resources to provincial contro] does 
not mean that the legislature will have 
a substantially larger revenue to dis- 
burse, though as development proceeds 
the income from this scurce should grow 
and eventually become large. For the 
time the important point is that the re- 
sources shall be administered in a way 
to encourage development, rather than 


+ 


held to ransom in the hope of obtaining 
revenue. 

It is more important that a quarter- 
section of land be converted into a pro- 
ductive farm than that the province be 
able to collect a price for the land from 
the settler undertaking the job; and 
that the coal mining industry shall be 
profitable and shall therefore expand is 
of more moment than that the province 
extract revenue by levying taxation 
which would eat up profits and discour- 
age new investment in the business. 

Money does not come out of the 
soil, nor out of mines. It comes out 
of pockets. Undeveloped resources are 
valueless from the revenue standpoint, 
and also from the business standpoint. 
Alberta needs capital and labor applied 
to the development of the resources. 
That is the only way wealth can be 
greated. To impede the creation of 
wealth by imposing a tax penalty upon 
those who want to bring the resources 
into use would be damming the stream 
at its source.

Caligula Had Marble Stable for his Horse and Proposed 
To Raise Him to Consulship 


Incitatus was led inte the streets in body robes of rich red. 


It was the Emperor Caligula who 
wiched that the people of Rome had 
but one neck, so that he could slay 
them all with a single blow. 

Cruel, heartless, Caligula indulged 
in murder for the mere pleasure of 


seeing people die. His crimes ex- 
hausied the entire category of evil 
doing. Yet he was kind to a hore. 

This was the famous Incitatus, 
for whom he built a marble stable 


| and in it an ivory manger. 


Poor people went about in rags, 
but Incitatus was led into the streets 
in body robes of rich red. A bracelet 
s gieaming jewels adorned his fore- 


eg. 

Caligula’s crazy fancies did not 
stop at these extravagances. He set 
aside a splendidly appointed house 
for the horse and detailed a retinue 
of slaves to care for him. 

In the name of Incitatus he in- 
vited prominent Romans to the 
house, where they cupped with the 
horse as their host. Mercifully the 
emperor did not require them to eat 
oats or hay. 

Caligulas madness mounted, He 
made Incitatus a member of the col- 
lege of priests. 

He was more solicitous of the ani- 
mal than if he had been human 
On the nights before the days when 
the ruler showed his imperial figure 
at the Circus, he took great pains 
that the horse should be fully rested 
and fresh, 

Soldiers paced through the streets 
adjoining the domicile of Incitatus, 
enjoining silence upon everyone 

To what extent Caliguia might 
have carried his folly no one can 
imagine. His final great absurdity 
Was to propose that the steed be 
elevated to the consulship. But he 
was never able to carry out the proj- 
ect. On January 24, of the year 41, 
Cassius Chaeres, a wibune of the 
Praetorian cohort, put an end to his 
crazy deeds by strangling him. 

It would be interesting to know 
how Incitatus regarded the honors 
accorded him. Very likely he would 
have preferred an ordinary stable to 
his marble palace. Rather than dine 
with Roman citizens it is probable 
that he would have preferred a free 
run in a sizeable pasture, where he 
could graze awhile and then stand 
under a tree and switch flies,

Even though Joe Boley did not make

day.

In the same inning, with the A's at 
bat, Mule Haas tripled along the right 
field foul line, with one out.

nearly perfect had he caught the ball 
in his hands and walked out and 
| dropped it where it fell. between first

It was that rarest of plays in 
modern slam-bang baseball, the 
squeeze, and Boley’s execution of the 
orders from his chief was without a 
flaw. Haas, tearing in from third, 
scored with the run that would have 
been enough to win, 

Mickey Cochrane was a hero; he 
drove one of Battling Burleigh’s fast 
balls over the wall. So was Al Sim- 
| mons, who knocked one over the right 
| field barrier at almost the same point 
where Mickey's drive cleared it. These 
two men, of course, did only what was 

| expected of them—they had been her- 

| alded as great. Lefty Grove was great, 

| too. He stopped the Cardinals even
